Througn 
our 
adolscent period those who prefer­ 
red 
their help in guiding us had 
m any ideas, conflicting each with 
the other in m any particulars. 
For 
tu nately w e listened to those who 
had vision, and within a few years 
after our birth w e had accepted as 
our 
ideals 
and 
aspirations 
those 
which have given us a place of lead­ 
ership in six teen hundred com m uni­ 
ties in the United States and Cana­ 
da. 
“ We have actually put into prac­ 
tice our altruistic policies and our 
high ideals.

20.— The re­ 
bellion of the Yaqui Indians in the 
state of Sonora is reported by the 
war departm ent to have entered its 
final phase, the Yaqui chieftains an­ 
nouncing a desire

ant at Sonora, sent to the war de­ 
partm ent a petition of the Yaquis 
for am nesty. 
They claim they were 
deceived by Adolfo De La Huerta, 
and will deliver up their arms and 
devote 
th em selves 
to 
agricultural 
activities henceforth. 
General Amaro, m inister of war 
and navy, upon receiving the peti­ 
tion conferred 
with President Cal- 
les, 
and 
the 
n ew spap ers 
declare 
that the cVlef ex ecu tive instructed 
him 
to

unconditional 
sur­ 
render 
of 
the 
Yaqui 
Indians, 
ap­
